Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Applicant' s argument overcome rejections. Rejections withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 , 4-1 1 & 32-73 are allowable over prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 

of record do not disclose or suggest: 

-The inner plug or contact plug being isolated beneath and between an adjacent 

pair of the multi semiconductor surface structures, and the pair of outer plugs or storage 

node plugs covering part of top portion of the adjacent pair surface structure, in 

combination with other limitations (cls.1 , 54 & 69). 
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- A pair of outer plugs or of storage plugs having an upper portion covered the 
top surface of each of the first and second or third surface structures, and a second 
outer plug having an upper portion covered the top surface of each of the second and 
four surface structures, and a pair of spacers, each spacer of the pair of spacers having 
a spacer portion formed over at least a portion of the top surface of one surface 
structure of the pair of surface structures, for isolating the inner plug and the inner 
electrical contact from the first and second outer plugs, in combination with other 
limitations (cIs. 32,40,49, 58 & 63 ).
